Wednesday after an illness of one 
year. 


Born January 29, 1843, the daughter 


of»R. V. and Nancy Holman Green, at 
OM Rocky Comfort, then Sevier coun- 
ty, now Foreman, Little River .coun- 
ty, she married Maj. B. F. Forney, 
a veteran of the Mexican war and the 
Civil war, in 1860. Major Forney was 
a merchant-lawyer. Four 
children 


i were born but all died in their youth. 
The couple moved to Hope in 1895 
and Major Forney died there in'1890. 
Nine years later Mrs. Forney married 
th'e last Gen. James F. Smith, widely 
•known Confederate veteran. General 
Smith was a merchant in Howard 


t\'i county but the same year retired and 


the •> couple moved to Little 
Rock, 


where Mrs; Fprney-Smith erected a 
lonife "at Mary land avenue and Battery 


General; Smith ,88 (I'ytirfiondei!. 


fol 'the Arkansas' division hrtd an Im- 
portant part in the 1011 national Con- 
federate reunion here. He died in 1918. 


Mrs. Forney-Smith was a member 


of Cumberland Presbyterian church. 
She organized the Pat Cleburn chapt- 
er of the U. D. C. at Hope, March 7, 
189C, the first chapter in the Arkan- 
sas division. In October of the same 
year she organided the Arkansas di- 
vision of'the U. D. C. The first state 
meeting 'was held in her home at 
Hope and she .was elect.ed the first 
president Of the Arkansas division. 


Through her work for the organiza- 


tion she was elected vice president 
general of the U. D, C. in November, 
1898, 
and at the convention at Hot 


Springs in 1925 was elected honorary 
president for life of the organization. 


She also was a charter member of 


Esther Chapter of the Order of the 
Eastern Star; charter member of the 
Arkansas Colonial Dames, and a work- 
er in the Curent Events Club. 
.In June, 1922, Mrs. Forney-Smith 
sold her home to the Arkansas Chil- 
dren's hospital for $20,000, half its val- 
ue and later through donations re- 
turned more than $20,000. She was in- 
tensely interested in the home and its 
work.

She is survived by five cousins, all 


of Little Rock. They are: Miss Maude 
Wynn, L. C. Holman, E. W. Holman,

World's Largest Cement 


Barge Starts Operation 


INDIANA HARBOR, 
Ind—<U.R>—A 


barge capable of carrying between 
9,500 and 10,000 barrels of cement, said 
to be the largest of its kind in the 
world, has started service between the 
Universal Atlas Portland Cement plant 
here and the distribution point in Mil- 
waukee. 


The barge is equipped with a scrap- 


er which draws the cement toward it, 
and a pump forces the powder into 
its hold at the rate of 1,000 barrels an 
hour. The vessel is airtight and could 
bo submerged without damaging the 
cement, it was said.

airs, bankers and others who should 
lave constituted themselves as balance 
wheels to restore some sanity to the 
ituation. 


Instead of this many were apparent- 


y convinced that they had discover- 
ed new economic laws that rendered 
.hat of gravitation obsolete. 


Since the crash of last November the 


newspapers of the country have on the 
other hand sought to reassure a fright- 
ened people by convincing them that 
ust as -they 
were .over-optimistic 


without sound basis prior to Novem- 
ber, 1929, they were pessimistic with- 
out, warrant since that time. 


Neither of these efforts have met, 


as you know, with conspicuous suc- 
cess but for myself I am

A grave responsibility is thtis im-, 


posed oft the press and its gravity is 
recognized broadly by newspaper men. 


In. my youth most newspapers.had 


political bias to such a degree that 
followers of any particular' party could 
look only to organs of that party for 
the variety of news they crazed, and 
it was a Venial sin only for that organ 
to minimize or distort the news of 
opposing parties. 1 may say, paren- 
thetically, that my owh" newspaper 
connection has always been with a 
strictly independent paper and that 
my injurious reflections apply en- 
tirely to others. 


In the half century in which 1 have 


been necessarily somewhat of a stu- 
dent of newspapers there has come a 
total revolution in the governing prin- 
ciples of our newspapers, in this re- 
spect. Practically none of the old 
rabidly-partisan type of journals now 
exist. The few remaining are waning 
with'each year. 
: 
Press Is Non-Partisan 


'•Today a 
> newspaper, may be, Demo- 


cratic, Republican, conservative or 
radical in its leanings but it recognizes 
its obligation to its readers to give 
them, as nearly as may be, a balanced 
picture of. the :world'si news, general- 
ly doing {ts missionary work in its 
editorial columns. 
' 
( 


This missionary effort is usually 


in such restrained form as not to repel 
by over-assertion or denunciation. 


My personal opinion, is that only a 


negligible minority of readers prefer 
editorials that affront those of differ- 
ing opinions and that a still smaller 
number would like to see, the old- 
style controversies between ' editors, 
with 
all their vituperations. and 


epithets, revived. 


I speak with some personal feeling 


as to.;this for it is now nearly forty 
years since I made an earnest; effort 
to lodge Mr. Dana in jail for what I 
regarded as a .too vehement and too 
low. an estimate of my probity but 
was successful only in extorting from 
him a very handsome editorial apol- 
ipgy—the first and the. last that I'ever 
saW:in'The Sun., 
,. 
' 


Undoubtedly: you .will, expect to 


hear something from me today re- 
garding The Associated Press, for the 
report furnished daily by that or- 
ganization to its member newspapers 
constitutes the backbone'of their news 
columns. No comprehensive view of 
the news activities Of the American 
and Canadian newspapers can be had 
without a . consideration of The As- 
fpciated Press,, and its ally. .'The!. Cm? 
nsidian • Press, who closely ' cooperate 
in 'news-gathering and dissemination. 
' What I have to say on this subject 
must be an oft-told tale to some of 
you, 
but I am daily impressed with 


the fact that many people . have no 
idea of the nature of the organization 
or its ideals. 


The Associated Press 


The Associated Press is a coopera- 


tive organization 
of approximately 


1,300 
newspapers; there is no stock 


ownership and its charter forbids in 
specific terms the making or divid- 
ing of profits. 
'' 


These newspapers are banded to- 


gether to exchange^news with each 
other, each member contributing to 
the common pool the news of his vi- 
cinity and in addition/ a money as- 
sessment to pay the expense of inde- 
pendently gathering and distributing 
the news of the world for the common 
use and benefit of its members. 


At membership meetings each mem- 


ber has one vote only save on the 
question of electipn of directors when 
the. vote is, .broadly, according to the 
individual assessment paid, though 
the smaller newspapers have a large: 
proportionate vote than 
the larger 


ones.

T,his organization is, I think, gen 


erally regarded as the most importan 
in its functions of any of the world' 
prviate cooperative undertakings am 
the most successful. 


The Associated Press exists because 


of the determination of its member 
that no privately owned concern 
should have control of their mail 
news service which is the life-blooi 
of their newspapers. 


This determination was and is bas 


ed on our belief that the prosperit 
of our newspapers and 
indeed th 


safety if our repi<)lican institutions i 
founded on an unsettled news service 


At the time of its formation as a 


Illinois concern the news service I 
American newspapers 
was gravel 


threatened by what seemed to us 
sinister private control and Jhe As 
sociated Press of today is our answe 
to that threat. 


The leased wire system now ex 


ceeds 223,000 miles. 


The membership of 1,295 comprise 


practically all of the newspapers o 
any importance in this country, th 
exceptions being some of the chai 
belinging to Mr. William R. Hear 
and some belonging to the Scripps 
Howard chain. 


I have inflicted upon you this re 


view of what The Associated P*ess 
and what its aims are because 
seems to me to go to the crux of th 
{subject assigned to me today. 


Granted that an informed nation
